The two extra clubs will 
add about $40,000 to the 
league’s air fares bill. 

Branov said his com- 
mittee would move im- 
mediately to provide two 
rows of seating around the 
Connor Reserve playing 
pitch for about 2000 specta- 
tors. 

It also would provide 
cover at the western side 
of the pitch for 1500, ata 
cost of about $20,000. 

The front of the pavilion 
also would be covered, and 
a press box would be 
installed, Branov said. 

The club has applied for 
a full liquor licence and is

Greek coach Alketas Panagoulias, a strict 
disciplinarian who speaks impeccable Eng- 
lish, is not likely to dismiss the Socceroos 
lightly. 

He ted the Greeks on their 1978 Australian 
tour and is aware of the Socceroos’ strengths 

Panagoulias has retained few players from 
that tour. 

One of the most notable additions to his 
team is AEK Athens striker Thomas Mavros, 
who did not tour Austrlaia with his club last 
year.

Olympic was re-admitted to the PSL by the 
ASF executive at its AGM in Sydney last Sat- 
urday morning 


Next season the competition will be in- 
creased from 14 to 16 teams with Olympic and 
Preston Makedonia promoted, West Adelaide 
retained and St George relegated. 


The voting on this controversial issue was 
not disclosed by the ASF. 


However at the executive meeting open to 
the Presson Saturday morning ASF President 
Sir Authur George said both Preston — Make- 
donia and Olympic had met the critera for in- 
clusion into the PSL; 


Sir Arthur also said that although he felt 
very sorry for St George, the relegation rule 
that applied last year when Olympic was rele- 
gated must also apply this year and that’s why 
Saints had lost their PSL status. 


““Many great teams in England have recov- 
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ered from being relegated and came back 
stronger than ever,’’ declared Sir Arthur. 


“I am sure this will be the situation with St. 
George." 

The reaction of the Saints’ management, al- 
though cool and composed, was better. 

“It's not the end of the world,’’ was the re- 
action of club President Alex Pongrass. 


“We accept the decision. We will go ahead 
and bring out Frank Arok and concentrate on 
developing our juniors.”’ 

However Les Bordacs, the Saints general 
manager, was not as subdued as his president, 
and Bordacs described the result as “‘politics 
and nothing else’’. 

“It all depends on who does a deal with 
whom’”’, Bordacs said. 

“On what guidelines did they make this 
decision? It had nothing to do with criteria 
that are supposed to govern these things. 


“Lf it were automatic promotion and relega- 
tion we wouldn't dream of making a big thing 
out of it. But there are no definite guidelines.

Many Pressmen felt a 
full list of all votes should 
have been made available.

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The eventual aber ts of colacte Pa 
Allison at Manchester City, England, has a 
direct comparison here in Australia with that 
of Gerry Chaldi and Raul Blanco. 


Allison, a coach who is 
greatly respected for his tech- 
nical knowledge, tried to bring 
a new style to Manchester 
City, just as Blanco and Chaldi 
tried at St George and West 
Adelaide. 

Allison brought in numerous 
new players, many very costly 
and hand-picked to implement 
the new City style. 

Many of them were young, 
like Australian stopper 
Tommy Caton. 

Youth is easier to mould, 
than experienced players with 
established habits. 

Here we have the same 
strategy employed by Chaldi 
and Blanco. 

Chaldi released experienced 
players like Greek inter- 
national Con Kambas and rep- 
resentative midfielder Peter 
Boyle and brought in young- 
sters like Tom Forde and lan 
McKie. 

Blanco released representa- 
tive players George Harris, 
John O'Shea, Neville Morgan 
and Brendan Grosse and re- 
placed them with young 
players David Skeen, Paul 
Kay, Peter Katholos and Billy 
Griffiths. 

The final comparison is the 
most devastating of all — dis- 
aster in each case for both 
coach and club. 

It is interesting to note also 
that the style of play sought by 
Allison, Blanco and Chaldi was 
the close, one-touch inter-pass- 
ing style favoured in some 
parts of Europe and employed 
here successfully this year by 
South Melbourne. 

Allison was the most revolu- 
tionary because such a style is 
not usual jin Britain. 

Blanco and Chaldi had had 
success here using controlled 
inter-passing build-ups with 
Melita and Sydney City, so it 
was natural for them to use it 
with their new clubs. 

Allison in previous years 
had been renowned for the dy- 
namic style he developed at 
City, under the management 
of Joe Mercer. 

This style, preferred also by 
Rudi Gutendorf, is built on 
strength and powerful running. 
It was interesting to see Al- 
lison’s successor at ci John 


Gerry Chaldi 2 


Bond, say on television that 
the current City style was too 
‘cluttered and complicated to 
break through English First 
Division defences. 

He then went on to down- 
grade Allison (something I 
don’t believe in as I have said 
before) by talking of the 
“‘confusion’’ he had encounter- 
ed in the club. 

While Allison would appear 
to have made his mistake by 
choosing a style difficult to im- 
plement in Britain, though Liv- 
erpool is a club which adopts 
in part, some of the things Alli- 
son was looking for in his 
team, Gerry Chaldi’s error 
was to introduce a new style 
into a club which by tradition 
had played a direct and dy- 
namic game, which two years 
previously had won it the 
Philips League title. 

Chaldi’s choice of young 
players also meant that it 
would take him time, certainly 
more than one season, to make 
the West Adelaide transform- 
ation successful. 

You do not get that sort of 
time in Australia. 

Raul Blanco’s one-touch 
style was not revolutionary to 
St George; a similar pattern of 
play had been adopted to a 
greater or lesser degree over 
the years. 

Blanco's error was that he 
misjudged the standard of the 
Philips League and brought in 
many new players from State 
League without sufficient abil- 
ity to win games regularly for 
Saints. 

For Malcolm Allison it is a 
case of ‘‘where to now?” 

It is back to Europe to 
where he was banished for a 
few years after several fail- 
ures in England, and where 
ironically he started to devel- 
op a taste for some aspects of 
the continental game? 

Maybe America, where his 


‘charisma will appeal to those 


building soccer on gimmics 
and razz-a-ma-tazz. 

For Chaldi and Blanco, with 
only one failure behind them, 
there is the prospect of a new 
chance with a new club which 
remembers their previous suc- 
cess, 

Both are wiser for the

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HE ROLE OF THE COACH 


Soccer certainly disproves the law of 
evolution: the fittest don’t always survive! 


I think that this is evident in 

the comings and goings of 
coaches at the end of each 
year. 
This came to mind when I 
presented the ‘Daily Miror’ 
trophy to John Margarites who 
was voted “Coach of the 
Year"' at the Menzies Hotel in 
Sydney last week. 

Afterwards, over a glass of 
orange juice, somebody asked 
me my true feelings on coach- 
ing and what | thought it was 
really all about: ; 

Before I gave him my an- 


swer, | made it quite clear that _ 


in my opinion individualism 
and coaching are very import- 
ant. 

lf everyone were regimen- 
ted in the same trend of 
thought our game would 
become stereotyped and it 
would be terrible. 

This happened to a degree in 
England a few years ago when 
the establishment academics 
made a grab for power. 

Luckily for English football, 
sanity prevailed, and profes- 
sionals like Bill Shanley, Sir 








Matt Busby, Brian Clough, 
Terry Neill and other experts 
refused to be influenced by the 
establishment faction. 


I have my own idea of what 


~ coach's job is all about and 


I'm going to take this oppor- 
tunity fo expound my thoughts 
in this column. 

For me, a coach's job is 50% 
technical and 50% in- 
spirational. 

A coach may know all there 
is to know about tactics, tech- 
nique and training, but if he 
cannot win the confidence and 
comradeship of his players, be 
will never be a good coach. 

There are scores of text 
books in which the mechanical 
principles of soccer are clear- 
ly expounded, books with 
splendid advice on training 
and playing. 

If this were all that was nec- 
essary to succeed, no man 
need look any further, and the 
coach’s job would become ob- 
solete. 

But there is so much more 


to it than that. It is one thing to 
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know what to do, but quite an- 
other thing todo it! 

A book can tell you precisely 
how a certain movement 
should be performed, and after 
careful study and practice you 
may think you are following it 
to perfection. But, when the 
promised results do not mat- 
erialiase, it requires the 
coach's expert eye to detect 
what is going wrong. 

Codches everywhere are 
agreed on the fundamental 
mechanics of football. 

The differences arise in the 
application of these principles 
to human beings who have 
minds and hearts of their 
own. 

Because of this, a successful 
coach must also be a “‘practi- 
cing psychologist’, adjusting 
his approach to each player, so 
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weeks away and with a third of the league 
games already played, the form for the Eng- 
lish matches could be more dependable over 
the next month than at any other time of the 
season. . 


The English winter is approaching, and in- 
variably it brings a combination of rain, ice 
and snow which obviously make playing condi- 
tions very difficult. Add to this the extra pres- 
sure brought about by cup games and replays, 
and then it’s easy to understand why the form 
suddenly appears to go haywire.

He must know how to moti- 
vate each player in the manner 
the player understands best. 


To do this, he must get 
under the skin of the person- 
ality. of each man in his care, 
noting where the strengths and 
weaknesses lie, and form an 
honest and accurate assess- 
ment of the man’s capabilities 
and limitations. 

No coach should change the 
naturai style of a player. 


A coach must also refrain 
from ‘blinding a player with 
science’ and confusing him 
with a barrage of technical 
jargon that he just does not 
understand. 

If a coach can’t put some- 
thing into practice he should 
not try to “‘con”’ a player with 
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a lot of “professional clap- 
trap’. 

An experienced player will 
hold definite and personal 
views on the game and if the 
coach finds himself in dis- 
agreement with him much 
depends on how he experesses 
his side of the argument to 
“win"’'the player. 

The best weapon in this in- 


stance is persuasion, and tact- 
ful persuasion at that! 

The coach who can transmit 
his own ideas to the ex- 
perienced player, without the 
player actually being aware of 
it, will send his player onto the 
field quietly confident in a plan 
of which they both approve. 

If this plan happens to fail, 
then there is no leassening of 
the confidence betwen the two, 
because the player is satisfied 
that the policy followed was 
mutually conceived and 
agreed, 

Confidence is the most im- 
portant quality in all coach 


{player relationships. Without 
tt Vette can be achieved. With 


it the players and the coach 
pull together to become a 
team. 

The coach must be a guide, 
philosopher, friend counsellor 
and confessor and a prop at 
times of mental tension. 

The job is big enough for any 
man. 

It comes from the same sort 
of compulsion that drives 
some men to write, some to 
paint and some to build brid- 


ges. 

And the rewards — the Satis- 
faction of a job well done and 
the satisfaction of heiping 
youngsters to succeed and get 
to the top. Who could ask for 
more?

His loss was the second disappointment I 
was to face. 

The other was the disintegration of Western

“It’s been the costliest year,” said Ajax president Guy Spiteri, “but we've 
had the best return ever for the money we've spent.

li the State League is to

The tide has turned between 
these clubs, with Ajax starting 
to enjoy the success which 
once surrounded the Cross. 

Only a few years ago Ajax 
was the poor relation of the 
soccer-crazy Maltese com- 
munity. 

Mr Harry Moakes, a Mel- 
Soe migrant, founded Ajax in 
1955. 
The club started fielding 
junior teams with the now de- 
funct Victorian Amateur 
Soccer Football Association 
until 1962 when Ajax com- 
pleted in its first season of 
senior soccer. 

In 1964 Ajax was admitted to 
the Fourth Division of the 
Metro Leagues and the long, 
hard haul to State League 
Status had begun. 

The club’s record is: 1964 — 
runner-up Division Four; 1966 
— runner-up Division Three; 
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The year Ajax climbed into 
the State League was a partic- 
ularly successful one, with 
Roy Collins winning the Feder- 
ation award for the best player 
in the First Division and Mick 


Banagan finishing equal top 


scorer in Division One with 18 
goals. 

So Gully embarked upon its 
greatest challenge — to con- 
solidate its State League stat- 


us. 

As Guy Spiteri points out, 
Gulty’s money has been well 
spent this year.

But many Ajax fans ex- 
pected a good result against 
hakoah last Sunday and some 
of the boys, heroes for a week, 
suddenly found themselves on 
the receiving end of some 
verbal abuse from a couple of 
the Ajax supporters. 

But that’s football and 
something they'll have to turn 
a deaf ear to, It just struck me 
as strange how the heroes 
became the harangued in the 
space of one week.

To continue last weeks comments, let us now 


look at what you as a parent can do to help 
your youngster starting his soccer life in the 
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KQASHEANT ZLTY 


best possible manner. 





AS a parent you can 
certainly help your son to plan 
and enjoy his sport in more 
ways than one, so let’s try to 
point out a few of the positive 
things you can do to be of great 
assistance, not only to your lad 
but also to his coach. 

Don't look for your lad to 
carry out your own childhood 
ambitions. If he doesn’t like 


soccer then don’t insist that he 
keeps on playing, let him try 
some other sport 

Ask him when a game is 
over if he enjoyed playing. 
Should the answer be ‘'yes’’ be 
happy with that, however if his 
answer is “‘no’’ try to find out 
why. Should his answer be 
something with which you 
can't help him try talking to 


his coach on training nights. 
Maybe he can be of assistance. 

Never be a touch-line coach, 
and maybe even more import- 
antly don't be a dinner-table 
teachers. In other words it is 
not for you to tell him what he 
should or shouldn’t have done 
in his game, leave this up to 
the club coach. 


Should your son ask you to 
come up to the park for a kick, 
find the time to do so, but don't 
worry about how he kicks the 
ball, all that matters at a 
young age is that he handles 
and kick a ball as much as 
possible, and if you start 
coaching him he will only get 
tired of it all, and he may 
never ask you to come for a 
kick again. 


An area where you can be of 
more help than anyone else is 
with transport to his games, 
and you should make sure that 
you know what time and where 
the team is playing (don’t rely 
on your son telling you). 
regard this as a parent’s re- 
sponsibility, and unless you 
are prepared to take your lad 
to his games every week, you 
should think twice about let- 
ting him play soccer, or for 
that matter any other sport. 

And what are the rewards 





in a six-a-side game? I feel 
sure that you will get as ex- 
cited about the game as the 
lads do, and as for humorous 
situations they will occur 
every few minutes, so you 
might even get a smile on your 
face from time to time. 

The knowledge that your boy 
is learning what teamwork is 
all about and at the same time 
putting in a lot of healthy run- 
ning and gulping a lot of fresh 
air should also be very rewar- 
ding to you. Don't forget that 
as soon as he puts on a pair of 
soccer boots, he also becomes 
part of the greatest game in 
the world and that alone 
should make you a very proud 
parent. 

So this takes care of his 
soccer education up until 
about 10 years of age. Next 
week I will attempt to carry on 
oe this age group up until he 
is 16.
